There 
is no occasion for parents to go 
into panie over imagined danger- 
us conditons in the schools, They 
re good schools, built without re- 
ard to cost and according to the 
10st modern engineering practice, 
id equipped with costly sanitary 
id ventilating apparatus; and 
© board has not been niggardly 
the spending of money either 
r caretaking or for the medical 
spection of the children, It is 
be believed that the schools are 
hitary, and that both the board 
ani the officials have done their 
duty toward keeping them so, and 
so toward the inspection of 
he pupils. 
Unfortunately sanitation and in- 
ection are words which are cap- 
te of meaning anything from 
heir ordinarily accepted signifi 
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that at the approaching ses- | 


cance to whatever the most par-! 
ticularising precisionist may 
choose. Absolutely sanitary con- 
ditons never yet prevailed any- 
where outside the disinfecting, 
lroom; and science cannot prove 
lthat even there it can disinfect 
iso thoroughly as to kill all disease | 
germs without also killing the hu- 
‘man being concerned. Nor can 
l any amount of inspection prevent 
children getting sick and com- 
municating diseases to each other. 
Likely enough our schools are 
‘‘insanitary’’ if one chooses to be 
exacting in the extreme; no build- 
ing ever occupied by humans or 
animals could escape such con- 
demnation. And likely enough 
inspection of the children could be 
carried farther than it is. It could 
be carried to the point sof being 
impracticable —and_ still there 
would be sick pupils and defective 
; pupils. 
| Certainly the schools are more 
sanitary than a large percentage 
| of the homes out of which the} 
| children come, and practically all | 
,of the pupils get,more inspection ! 
{from the school doctors than they 
ldo from the family physician. 
| While that condition prevails it 
| would not prevent contagious dis- | 
/ eases among the little folks if we 
| turned the schools into isolation | 
|hospitals and had the whole medi- | 
eal council fussing over them 
‘through the whole six hours of 
| the school day. If parents saw to 
‘it that their children washed | 
their throats out once per day 
| with an effective gargling mix- 
jture, got into,the bath tub as 
often as the conventions of civil- 
‘ised usage require, took a gener- 
lous draft of the extract of the 
jeastor bean oceasionally, and 
jotherwise employed the common 
{safeguards which are sometimes 
{more honored in the breach than} 
jin the observance, there would be | 
less oceasion to grow finical over 
ithe super-sanitation of school! 
rooms and to muitiply the staff 
of school medical inspectors, It} 
jis possible that amendment is re- | 
lauired in one or other of these, 
directions, but there is no ground 
for public alarm in the belief 
that the school conditions are not 
normally wholesome. It will do 
vastly more good if popular at- 
tention is turned to the condi- 
tions under which the child spends 
the three-quarters of the time that 
it is not in-school. 
That’s About All.
